Two or three had sickness in 
their families and the judge agreed 
with them it would be better that they 
return home instead of being tied up 
with court proceedings. Nine mem- 
bers of the panel drawn especially for 
the Adair trial failed to appear, some 
of them having removed from the state 
and several having died. 

A legal battle over the charges was 
endcu before it hardly began when 
the judge announced that the reason- 
able way out of the matter was to 
question the jurors and let them say 
whether they had been approached by 
persons desiring them to hold out in 
the case. 

Talked to Collier. 

Two, George D. Appleby and John 
W. Shields, in answer to questions ad- 
mitted that they had talked to Ben 
Collier. When Potter's name was 
reached, Judge Sibley told him that 
under the circumstances he did not 
think that Potter would care to serve 
as a juror and to this Potter agreed.

Requisition for Purchase 
Money Will Be Made to 
1929 Finance Commit- 
tee, Hartsfield Says. 


Requisition for $100,000 with which 
to purchase Candler field will be 
made to the 1929 finance committee of 
city council when that body begins 
making up the 1929 finance sheet, it 
was announced Wednesday by Alder- 
man William B. Hartsfield, chairman 
of the aviation committee of city 


council. 

Mr. Hartsfield’s announcement came 
on the heels of a warning issued 
Tuesday night by William P. Mac- 
Cracken, assistant secretary of com- 
merce in charge of aeronautical ac- 
tivities of the United States govern- 
ment, that unless Atlanta takes im- 
mediate steps to acquire and improve 
a modern and well-equipped landing 
field, it will lose its advantage as the 
natural aviation center of the south- 
east and will be superceded by an- 
other and more progressive city. 

Urges Buying of Tract. 

“I feel that we should set up the 
$100,000 purchase price of Candler 
field at the first of the year and 
purchase the tract immediately,” Mr. 
Hartsfield said. “It is of prime im- 
portance that we do buy the tract. 
There are many aviation companies 
which are loathe to locate at a field 
which is held under a lease, because 
they wish to make permanent invest- 
ments. 

“Purchase of Candler field should 
not depend on a bond issue. If we 
wish to make further improvements, 
we can do that by a bond issue, but 
I am convinced that Atlanta must 
buy the tract at once or be handi- 
capped materially in development of 
Atlanta as an aviation center, For 
this reason I shall insist that the 
1929 finance committee take the neres- 
sary steps to acquire the property at 
onee. There are 297 acres in the tract 
and it is offered for $100,000. This is 
nhout $300 an acre.

It was pointed out also by the gov- 
ernor that two judges of the supreme 
court deciared in dissenting culelall 
that the evidence in the case was not 
sufficient to prove a conspiracy 
against the woman. The state prison 
commission held a hearing in the case 
several weeks ago and submitted a 
recommendation to governor that 
Mrs. Thompson’s death sentence be 
commuted to life imprisonment. —

ATLANTA MUST NOT FAIL. 

It was a serious warning that 
William P. MacCracken, Jr., assist- 
ant secretary of commerce in 
charge of aviation, sounded to the 
city authorities of Atlanta Tuesday 
evening relative to this city’s hap- 
hazard and inadequate pretenses at 
building an air port. 

The warning came not merely 
from an authority on aviation de- 
velopment, which is decidedly more 
rapid than was that of any other 


method of commercial transporta- 
tion in its pioneer years, but from|one of these unfortunate victims 
the one government official who is! 


charged with passing on ports and 
fields. 


Failure of Atlanta to provide ade- 
quate airport facilities not only will 
mean that Atlanta will lose the four 
important air mail routes she has 
obtained, to Miami, New Orleans, 
New York and Chicago but will 
méean that the southern trans-con- 
tinental route would go to some 
rival city, he warned. If Atlanta 
loses the trans-continental route, 


which is sure to be established in 


the near future, it will mean a. se- 
rious handicap to the business men 
of Atlanta in Latin American trade. 

“Atlanta can well afford to spend 
$500,000 to acquire and improve 
its municipal airport,” Mr. Mac- 
Cracken said. “I should think that 
$500,000 would be justified as a 
minimum for this purpose.” 

Certainly it can. And it should. 
This is an inland city. It has not 
the advantages of a deep-water port, 
although it has equally as good 
water-port possibilities as had Hous- 
ton, when, backed by the indom- 
itable will of the people, a lazy little 
Stream making its way to the gulf 
was converted into a great canal 
for ocean ships. 

But Atlanta does possess a geo- 
graphical location which makes it 
the natural distributing center of 
the southeast, and which made it 
the great railroad hub of the south- 
east. 

And this same geographical po- 
sition makes it the natural aviation 
hub of the southeast, provided— 
and provided only—that the city 
arises to an understanding of what 
must be done in order to comport 
with government airport require- 
ments, and then with vigor, will, 
and necessary funds, properly capi- 
talizes that understanding. 

To be bluntly frank, too many 


of our people, including some of | 
the city and county officials, are. 


entirely too indifferent to the po- 
tentialities of a great Atlanta air- 
port, second to none in this coun- 
try, and certainly in the south. 

In five years. commercial air 
transportation will be as definitely 
fixed, in all branches of transport 
Service, as present rail and maritime 
and highway motor services. 

People will be traveling in pri- 
vate planes as they trayel today in 
private cars on the rails and pri- 
vate touring automobiles on the 
highways. Ships of the® air, not 
only for short distance travel but 
for trans-continental and _ trans- 
oceanic travel, and for all public- 
carrier services, will have their 
charted airways in every direction, 
as the trade lanes of the ocean are 
charted today, and as steel rails 
reach from fixed destination to des- 
tination.

DR. WILLIAM BRADY 
YES, WE HAVE NO NERVE 
ENERGY TODAY. 


Every tired person is for the time 
being neurasthenic, sagely wrote Dr. 


Manufacturers’ | John Harvey Kellogg, of Battle Creek, 
Preston S. Ark-| 1% years ago. 


A lot of wisdom in those nine 
words, even though we all know, now, 
that “neurasthenia” was an error of 
medical philosophy. If only Dr. Kel- 
logg had left it at that; or if he had 
only expatiated along physological 
lihes. But, no, be followed the words 
of wisdom right up with the explana- 
tion that the tired person’s “store of 
nerve energy is exhausted.” That 
drags the good doctor’s teaching down 
from great to something less than 
commonplace, for the conception of 
“nerve energy” has no physiological 
ground to rest on. It is strange how 
this eminent health authority and ex- 
cellent physician clearly recognized. 
15 years ago, that “neurastenia” 
would in time disappear from medical 
literature, that it is an erratic con® 
ception and a blind for covering up 
real troubles (or perhaps a kind of 
alibi for misbehavior), yet stilk-hug- 
ged the delusion that when a person 
is tired his “store of energy is ex- 
hausted.” If there is any such energy, 
then surely anyone who finds his sup- 
ply reduced below whatever the 
standard level may be, is entitled to 
eall himself “neurasthenic,” for the 
term neurasthenia means literally lack 
of nerve energy. But no one has ever 
found any scientific evidence that 
“nerve energy” exists. Physiology 
recognizes only two forms of energy. 
One is muscular energy; the other is 
heat. We have no evidence that the 
function of the brain, spinal cord, 
nerves or nerve ganglia involves the 
production or use of any other kind 
of energy. 

Therefore, no physican, no health 
teacher, has a right to assume that a 
tired person’s nerve energy is exhaust- 
ed, that is, any more than the per- 
son’s muscular or heat energy is ex- 
hausted. 

Anyone can understand that when 
a person feels or is tired his energy is 
reduced for the time being, That’s 


what the feeling of fatigue is—the 


sense that one’s muscles are short of 
energy. It is meaningless, and worse. 


to drag into the picture any morbid 
notions about exhaustion of “nervé”’ 
energy. That tends to make a merely 
tired person sick. 

When I say there is absolutely no 
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parties upon some of the salient prob- 
lems that are pressing for legislative 
and administrative solution.

The War-Renunciation Treaty. 

It is in the ecards, of course, to sub- 
mit the Kellogg-Briand war-renuncia- 
tion treaty to the senate soon after 
it assembles, It is due to the present 
administration, to President Coolidge 
and to Secretary Kellogg, the négo- 
tiators of the remarkable pact, to have 
it definitely dealt with while they are 
yet in office.

Then. with but a few minutes to 
play, Captain King, of the Long- 
horns, intercepted an S. M. U. for- 
ward pass on the Methodist’s 47-yard 
line. (Two passes and an off-tackle 
play placed the ball on Methodist’s 
17-yard marker. Then a trick pass, 
Captain King to Rees to Perkins, 
placed the ball on the three-yard line 
and gave Texas first down. 

Captain King was given the ball 
and dashed into the Methodist’s line. 
It held. The ball rested on the one- 
yard line when the pile was untan- 
gled.

today as temporary attorney for the 
town of Warm Springs, which boasts 
a population of 120. us 

The office was conferred upon him 
last night by Mayor 8. W, Norris and 
members of the town council, who vis- 
ited him at his cottage seeking ad- 
vice in their negotiations for a new 
cornerete highway through the business 
block and their dealings with a power 
company which is expected soon to 
take over the local electric light and 
power franchise. The mayor also is 
the Warm Springs ice man. 

Mr. Roosevelt's first accomplish- 
ment. as the town’s legal representative 
was a saving of $93 in a $1,700 pay- 
ing job, representing the difference be- 
tween what the town officials thought 
they would have to pay and the actual 
amount of the contract he negotiated 
with the road builder. 


Extends’ Economy Plan. 


At the same time he further extend- 
ed his proposed economy program for 
the town by advising the mayor to ex- 
act from the new power interests an 
annual rental for use of the town’s 
streets for its power lines and poles. 
He had found, he said, that this pos- 
sible source of revenue had not been 
considered by the “city fathers.” 

Under the town’s charter it cannot 
obligate itself financially for more 
than a year, but to pay for the paving 
Mr. Roosevelt procured the indorse- 
ment of the Warm Springs Founda- 
tion, operators of the local health re- 
sort which he founded, to five-year 
notes issued by the municipality.

New York, November 21.—After 
yesterday’s astounding exhibition of 
an alvance of 4.01 points in the 
average price of fifty representative 
stocks to a new high for all time of 
228.63 agajnst this year’s low of 
172.13, against 94.32 the low for 1924 
and 58.35 thelow for 1921, and after a 
strong and active opening and first 
hour today widespread profit-taking 
started, resulting in an irregular price 
movement. The ticket by midday was 
again an hour behind trading on the 
floor. 

While being strongly against the 
practice to be started i the stock ex- 
change tomorrow of dropping volume 
of individual transactions in printing 
quotations on the tape traders realize 
that something drastic has to be done 
to permit the tape to keep closer to 
transactions on the floor. Yesterday 
for example it was 5:42 before the 
ticket stopped printing quotations of 
transactions occurring up to 3 o'clock 
on the stock exchange floor. This 
means that the ticker was two hours 
and 45 minutes behind. [If this much 
congestion is possible in a bull market 
the average Wall street man shudders 
when he thinks of what might happen 
after a day of declining prices with 
traders waiting. for two hours and 
three-quarters to find out where they 
stood on the day's business. A bear 
market with stocks being thrown over- 
board moves much faster than a buil 
market which means that if for any 
reason violent liquidations started the 
tape would fall further behind than 
in a bull market. 

End Not Seen By Some. 

Evidently there are people who be- 
lieve the big bull stock market will 
continue, \ stock exchange seat 
changed hands today it a new high 
for all time of $525,000, an advance 
of $30,900 from the last sale. This 
years low was made in February at 
$290,000; last year’s low was $175.- 
000. The low for 1926 was $133,000. 
For both 1924 and 1923 the low was 
$76,000. As recently as 1918 the price 
was $45,000. Evidently a split up of 
some sort is coming.

Governor Young, of the federal re- 
serve board, was talking to Wall street 
when he told western farmers, “Of late 
we have heard a great deal about spec- 
ulative cregit. This particular kind 
of credit is not unknown to your in- 
dustry as you had your experience 
with inflated values several years ago. 
Those who today in other fields are 
speculatively inclined to believe can 
well afford to stop and reflect and if 
the present speculative situation is 
comparable to that of agriculture nine 
or ten years ago they can well seek 
advice from your industry rather than 
from some other sources they are now 
using. 

Roberts Issues Warning. 

Vice President Roberts, of the Na- 
tional City bank, also issued a warn- 
ing to Wall street and the rest of the 
country now plunging. in the stock 
market. In a talk to credit men bh 
said that higher money caused by wild 
stock speculation is hurting general 
business; that the major. purpose of 
the federal reserve is to protect gen- 
eral business by nrotecting credit; that 
credit released by the federal reserve 
for general business cannot be kept 
from entering the stock market; that 
the lending of a large part of their 
funds in the call money market by 
member banks should be characterized 
as “unsound banking.” In discussing 
the existing high level of stock prices 
he says the advance in prices has not 
increased the assets of corporations or 
lowered their production costs or in- 
creased their earning power or in- 
creased the real wealth of the coun- 
try. 


FORMER CONVICT

Lanham said he wished to plead 
guilty, and Mrs. Baltzer offered a

Heffernan’s body was found in a 
ditch a mile north of Speed, Ind., 
November 6. Lanham and the wom- 
an were arrested four hours later 
near Memphis by Sheriff Hal K. 
Hughes and deputies. Lanham signed 
a written confession saying he shot 
Heffernan when he was “crazy 
drunk.” Mrs. Baltzer admitted she 
was present at the killing.

BOOTLEG LIQUOR 
DEATH IS HELD 
TO BE AN ACCIDENT 


Norfolk, Va., November 21.—()— | 


Death from bootleg may be classed as 
accidental under certain circum- 
stances. 

Such was the decision of a federal 
court jury here yesterday, which 
awarded Mrs. S. A. Flickinger, of 
Norfolk, $6,000 on an insurance pol- 
icy taken out by her son, Samuel Pey- 
ton Flickinger, with the Zurich 
(Switzerland) Accidental and Liabil- 
ity Insurance company. 

Flickinger died after drinking cock- 
tails containing wood alcohol at a 
party in honor of his fiancee at the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. E. 8. Murphy 
in Baltimore last December 6. Miss 
Katherine McDonald, of New York, 
the fiancee, and Mrs. Murphy, the host- 
ess, also died, while Mr. Murphy re- 
covered after a severe illness. 

The insurance company contested on 
the ground that the young man’s 
own negligence and violation of the 
law was responsible for his death. Ap- 
peal was taken.

The 
committee, however, does not wish 
to adept any plans at this time which 
would seem to forecast a difficulty 
which they are not sure will arise—if, 
for example, Mr. Hoover should de- 
cide to make some other Friends’ 
meeting house his church home, al- 
though this is not thought probable. 


Furthermore, the committee wishes 
to avoid any step which might seem 
inhospitable. The church always has 
held out the hand of fellowshp to 
all. Its membership has been open 
to anyone who has expressed a desire 
to join and whose character has been 
approved by the committee, without 
any regard to the person’s religious 
or secular opinions. Thus a great 
variety of doctrinal opinion is found 
in the membership today, although 
there is probably a _ broad general 
agreement on such outstanding mat- 
ters of Friends’ principle as world 
peace.
